The rapid linking together of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific to form a new 

transcontinental hi ghway aertlSB CCU 
trni Canada opens another hinterland 
for the tourist. It makes easy of ac- 
cess a vast new section of the Hock- 
ieB in central Alberta and the sunset 
province, and of all this urea it is 
doubtful if there iB a more interest- 
ing and inviting region than that 
embraced by the upper watershed o( 
the Athabaska River and Its several 
southern tributaries. The nutural 
starting point for touristB intending 
to visit any of this country is Fitz- 
hugh, a picturesquely situated front- 
ier town In Jasper Park, some two 
hundred and tifty miles west of Ed- 
monton. 

How little of thiB region has been 
actually trodden by white men is ev- 
idenced by the fact that only tour 
short summers ago the largest sheet 
of water on the entire east slope of 
the Rockies was found in its recesses. 
This beautiful mountain lake, some 
seventeen miles in length and lying 
between green wooded slopes, forma 
a broad expansion of the Maligne Ri- 
ver, and resembles a Scotch tarn in 
its far melting vistas of water und 
crag. This lake is some thirl y miles 
southeast ol Pltzhugh, and twenty 
miles farther south is another large 
lake, where the trout fishing iB ex- 
cellent. The latter body of water 
forms tli" chief source of the llra- 
zeau River. To the west of it, in 
Alpine grandeur, lies the region o! 
wild, lofty peaks, dominated by bas- 
ka and North Saskatchewan rivers. 

This region is also a noted game 
country. It les far enough north to 
1 have escaped in part, during recent 
years, the far searching reach of thé 
Stoney Indian; bears of all kinds are 
still fairly numerous; the Bbeep (and 
more especially the goat) hunting, is 
good, while scattered moose, deer, 
and elk may be occasionally seen. 

Meantime the crying m-ed of the 
district, for tourist and Bre-ranger 
alike, is the need for more and bet- 
ter trails. Hence, to provide a good 
and adequate system of "ails will be 
the lirst and constant effort of the 
Dominion Forestry Branch in carry- 
ing out its recently assumed duty of 
administering this region, so as to 
protect its forests from Are and make 
every auxiliary resource contribute 
its part to the public welfare. Dur- 
ing the present season, the rangers 
in charge made a good start on thii 
work, and next year it will be again 
.pushed with vigor. Already, between 
Laggan or Morley on th- C.P.R., and 
Fitzhugh, an old through trail is lu 
existence; a trail which promises to 
be a very popular Alpine tourist 
route when improved. It traverses 
the Brazcau, Clearwater and Bow Ri- 
ver Forests and everywhere its im- 
provement will be promptly under- 
taken by the Forestry Hr.tnch.

High still, the 
warm reds and ochres of disintegrat- 
ing ferruginous rocks form a Josephs 
coat of many colours, while over all 
loom the background of summits 
wrapped in their eternal snows!
